A small beetle the size of a 
Pin head may be the answer to 
the fly problem in Upiand. This 
native beetle belonging to the 
Histrid or Rove family is pre- 
datorv and lives in chicken yards 
where it eats the fly larvae, thus 
keeping the fly population down, 

That is the opinion of E, J. 
Dietrick, who has done research 
On the matter and who has a bi- 
ological control company that is 
commercially involved in de- 
veloping the beetles, Mainly the 
beetles have been used on chick- 
en ranches and was recently in- 
troduced on the RBZ, Inc, ranch 
on West Arrow highway, where 
the fly problem has become acute, 
according to residents, 

Dietrick was one of the speak- 
ers at a specially called meet- 
ing on the fly problem held art 
city hall last Tuesday, This meet- 
ing was the outgrowth of a citi- 
zens” group who had appeared at 
a recent city council ge 
with a petition signed by 65 
residents who claimed the fly 
situation in the West Arrow high- 
way and Benson avenue area is 
very bad, 

FLY EXPERTS 

Mayor George Gibson appoint- 
ed Councilmen James Christen- 
sen and Max Hawkins to hold the 
special meeting. Councilman 
Christensen chaired the special

Dietrick said the beetles were 
first introduced in Orange Coun- 
ty and after six years have been 
pronounced successful, The idea 
of cultural, biological and chemi- 
cal control was born after it was 
found that pesticides were inef- 
fective over a period of time, 
said Dietrick, It was simply a 
matter of the flies developing an 
immunity to the chemicals and it 
took more and more to killthem, 
thus making the matter more and 
more costly, he added, 


EATS EGGS 

The little biack beetle has an 
enormous appetite for the larvae 
of flies, It lives in the manure and 
eats the eggs before they can be- 
come adults, Itis the adult fly that 
becomes the problem, said Die- 
trick, If the beetle can be intro- 
duced on the ranches on a 
schedule, eventually they will 
consume all. the larvae and 
eliminate the problem, Some 
chemicals are used with the 
beetle method, 

One important factor inthe use 
of bettles is to keep the manure 
on the ranch so the beetles have a 
Suitable environment, A method 
called stripping or removal of 
manure On a rotating basis, helps 
solve this situation, This is pre- 
ferred to a general clean-out, 
Dietrick said, 

The method is called balance 
in nature and has been found to 
be successful in 95 per cent of 
cases tested,

ALL ABOUT MONEY 


Did you know thata woman’s picture at one time appeared on a dollar 
bill? That there were once three-dollar bills? That money at one time 
could be eaten? Or that in South Carolinathey once had legal tender you 
could drink? 


These are only a few of the many money innovations for which the 
creators of early currency deserve credit, 


That woman’s picture, for example, came into view on a one-dollar 
1854 bank note from the Delaware City Bank of the Kansas Territory. 


In 1856, also in Kansas, there were three-dollar bills! The notes 
featured pictures of three cherubs! 


Salt, valuable as a food preservative, was scarce, durable, portable 
and easy to divide, Early Roman soldiers, whose Latin word for salt 
was “sal,” received a regular salt allowance (whence our word, 
“salary”), and African slaves were once sold for their weight in this 
precious condiment. Thus the expression “worth his salt.” 


Liquors and other spirits have also servedas money; beer ¥ s par- 
tial wages for miners in 19th century England; a century before, in South 
Carolina, rum was legal tender! 


Tea, a common if blander beverage money, was used for centuries 
in the Far East. For ease in handling, it was often shaped into bricks. 


Tobacco automatically meant money to our southern colonists during 
the 17th and 18th centuries, In time, tobacco warehouse receipts were 
used; but originally the actual leaves circulated! 


Over the centuries, money has been the subject of memorable quo- 
tations, “To have money is a fear; notto have it a grief,” said English 
poet George Herbert in 1651. According to Benjamin Franklin in 1735, 

Nothing but money is sweeter than honey.” 


We are indebted to money for several everyday expressions such as 
“getting your money’s worth,” “the root of all evil,” “filthy lucre,” 
“money talks, “putting your money where your mouth is,” and “putting 
your two cents in,” 


What is more, there are local sayings relating to money in different 
countries with differing monetary units. American counterparts of these 
terms include “penny pincher” and “dollars to doughnuts, 


To coin an expression, banks have become “money-splendored 
things,” but few depositors realize how much banking has changed. In 
the ancient world, instead of receiving interest on your savings, you'd 
have had to pay a bank to keep your money safe for you. 


A one-bank holding company’s main business is banking, but also 
owns other companies that provide financial services related to bank- 
ing. For example, they may lease heavy equipment, sell insurance, 
provide family budgeting advice, tax assistance and charge services for 
family purchases, 


The companies have been formed because antiquated laws have pre- 
vented banks from providing new services that their customers need. 
Not surprisingly, competitors who are not regulated by banking laws 
have opposed the entry of banks into areas they'd like to keep for them- 
selves.

The Population Reference Bureau makes a point when 
it tries to put a constructive light on last year’s 
American divorce figures (there were over a million 
divorces during 1968), Ihe privately funded study 
group stressed that, not since the boys came home 
from World War Il, had there been somany marriages 
as there were last year (2.1 million), that the rate of 
remarriage hadrisen, and that the percentage of Amer- 
icans living in family groups had reached 92 percent. 


True, there is some cumfort in these statistics, 
They show that the impulse to live in families is at 
least as strong as ever, And few would argue this 
isn't a healthy sign. 


But neither can anyone argue that there aren’t a 
woeful number of marital false starts, The number 
of broken marriages involving children rose sharply 
again last year. And marriage’s claim as the rightful 
preserve of sexuality has been challenged by the 
doubling of the illegitimate birth rate since 1947. 


These facts make us wonder wnether, among all man- 
kind’s ambitions to conquer its physical and political 
worlds, there may not yet be room for a rededica- 
tion to the demands and joys of the hearth, Nothing so 
reveals the fiber of a people as the happiness and 
security of its homelife.

LESS SSO HHO HOE 


Good Drivers 


eee eeoeoeonvoeo ooo 


The results of a nationwide study inro the driving 
records of senior motorists may well catapult the over- 


65 driver to arespected place on the highway and make 


his current reputation as a “hazard” a myth of the 
past. 

A report on the accident involvement of the senior 
driver, released by the University of Denver College of 








Law, is so favorable to the senior motorist that Judge 
Sherman G, Finesilver, head of the study team, believes 
it “will be pivotal in refuting current popular thinking 
about older drivers”. 

The study was most comprehensive, since it was 
based on an examination of the records of the total 
driver population of each of 30 states and the District 
of Columbia, instead of on samples, alone, and appears 
to hold great significance for senior drivers, especially 
with regard to their insurability, license privileges, 
and general acceptance as competent motorists, 

In the thirty-one jurisdictions for which data were 
available, senior drivers (persons of age 65 andover) 
averaged 37 percent fewer accidents than would exist 
if their proportion of accidents were in exact ratio 
to their proportion of the driving population. 

Although senior drivers represented 7.4 percent of 
all drivers in the states surveyed, they were involved 
in only 4,8 percent of all accidents in these states, 

Senior drivers averaged lowest of all groups in fre- 
quency of injury-producing accidents, The senior 
driver’s involvement in this category of accidents av- 
erages 40 percent below his proportionate share of the 
driving population. 


The study has evoked enthusiasm among officials of 
the Administration on Aging of the US, Departmentof 
Health, Education and Welfare, who, together with the 
University of Denver, sponsored the study. William 
Bechill hailed the study as “a breakthrough which hope- 
fully will replace discriminatory misconceptions about 
licensing and insurability of older drivers with objec- 


tive facts. Judge Finesilver’s study should be of 
primary interest to the country’s older population, li- 
censing officials, insurance executives and safety pro- 
fessionals. I hope that it will lead to a cessation of 
arbitrary practices and attitudes directed to older dri- 
vers and ultimately create fairer, more enlightened 
practices in licensing and insuring of older drivers.” 


The study further shows that as senior drivers have 
increased in numbers their involvement rate in acci- 
dents have decreased, Senior drivers have the lowest 
frequency of accident involvement of all age groups, 

As a result of these findings, Washington, D,C,, has 
dropped its previous requirement that drivers take 
mandatory re-examinations upon reaching age 65. The 
new mandatory re-examination age has been set at 70 
years, “Recent Department of Motor Vehicles Re- 
search showed that drivers in the 65 and over age 
bracket have the lowest rate of responsibility for ac- 
cidents of any age group.” 

Actually, there are logical reasons for the senior 
driver being a good, rather than poor, motorist. For 
example, numerous studies have shown that he is al- 
most error-free with respect to some ofthe most dis- 
astrous driving errors, Speeding, drunk-driving, and 
‘tailgating’ are accident producing causes, or errors, 
of which senior drivers are almost never guilty. 

These findings should raise a beacon of hope for cur- 

ing a profound inequity, namely, the gross under-esti- 
mation of the senior driver. His license has been jeo- 
pardized, his insurance at times curtailed or ad- 
versely affected, and his abilities almost universally 
questioned, But now it becomes increasingly ap- 
parent that the senior driver is not only a good risk, 
but often may be among the safest motorists on the 
highway according to this latest study,
